The Smith IH patent discloses. a wrapping, comprising front and rear Sheets placed 
in substantial congruent relation. The \vrappitig further comprises three sides 12.. 13 and 
14: that arc continuously sealed, leaving a fourth side open to forth a pocket between the. 
front sheet; and the ;rear sheet and to allow repeated insertion and removal of an insert (col 
4, lines 42-46). 

Therefore, the Smith HI patent does not disclose: a wrapping -that is; irx:the:femvo : f 
;a sealed envelope. 

Haying a sealed envelope; according to; applicant's invention, wltfch. is still in : its- 
sealed state, provides ine proof that nobody else has already read the confidential 
information (Applicants specifications, page 4, lines 1-12), 

Contrary to applicant's invention tlifc Smith 111 patent teaches that the 'fourth- side 
has to remain opeii so as to allow repealed insertion and removal of the insert. S (Smith, 
III, col .4, lines 42-46}:. Therefore, when reading the. Smith III patent, an artisan of 
ordinary skill in the iart would hot sealed the fourth side. 

None Of the cited references do disclose a wrapping made of a single material 
which is a sealed. envelope. 

Clabi 19 (previously Omw. 4) recites auafegous limitations to CMm "13 and is 
therefore also neither anticipated, nqrobvious; over Smith til. 

For itbis: reason claim 1 L claim 19 (previously Cluiim 4) and all their dependant 
claims should; hot be rejected neither under 35 tISC §102, as being anticipated by the 
Smith III patent, nor under 35 USC §103 as being unpatentable over Smith IH in view the 
cited references.. 

Applicants respectfully ^ubniit. that the; appl iqa.fi nn is jn.;condl'tion.lfo allowance 
and respectfully requests reconsiderati its early allowance.
